Dicken said. ‘‘He had a big sawmill here. Merrill was the 
only town around here then. There wasn’t any such thing as 
Lucedale. 

“The year 1 was born, Col. (Frank) Merrill from England 
came here and put up a sawmill: He put in.a railroad from 
Mobile to Merrill and Merrill became a big boomtown. 

“The Colonel was a big man, about seven and a half feet tall, 
and weighed about 300 pounds. His hands fell below his knees 
when he stood up. He never cracked ‘a smile. If he told you 
anything, it was just thata way. 

“He went to New Jersey in the early 1900s and died up there, 
but none of his family ever came back to claim his property. 


“When the county was formed, Merrill should have been the; 


county seat. It had a drugstore, a doctor, and all, But the town 


flooded (in 1900, 1906, and 1909) end the people left and formed 


Lucedale.” 


DICKERSON ALSO REMEMBERS the formation of the: 
~. present-day.county seat, the town of Lucedale. ~~. 
“Old man Luce, Greg Luce, hada sawmill at Ole Denny. * he’ 
said. The community of Denny was located about four miles . 


southwest of present day Lucedale on Highway 26. According 
to Dickerson, Luce moved his mill operation near what is now 
the intersection of Highway 98 East and Highway 63 North. 
“Then Jett Dorsett, Richmond McKay, Bill Thomas and Dr. 
Will Ely moved from Merrill to Lucedale,”” Dickerson said. 
“McKay had a general merchandise store beside Luce’s bank.

Dickerson left George County in 1918 for military duty. a 
: landed in Brest, France, July 10. That’s just across the 
channel from Liverpool, England. We walked from Brest to . - 


Coplen, Germany, when the Armistice was signed,‘ he said. 


After the war Dickerson returned to his native ground. He | 


bought an old Model T pick-up truck and hauled children to the 


school house in Merrill. Then he worked at the old Taylor and: 


Welford sawmill near Leakesville. 


Railroad work is his specific trade, however. It was while he . 


was working at Ellisville Junction near Laurel that he met his 
wife, Bertha Walters, in 1920. The newlyweds soon moved to 
Mossville, north of Laurel, and'Dickerson found steady work 
with a sawmill laying railroad tracks from Ellisville to 
Mossville where the tracks junctioned with Gulf, Mobile and 
Ohio lines. 

Dickerson then brought his wife and two sons, Harold and 
Hilmond, back to Bexley where he: kept up the tracks for 
GM&O. Two more children, Huston and Evelyn, were born 
here and he has stayed near the riverbeds since. 

He now has five grandaughters, one grandson and four 
great-grandsons. On the third of April, he and grandaughter 
Loria will celebrate their second Easter birthday tarethar
